CHICAGO, April 8 (AP).—Mrs. 
Pauline Elizabeth Howell filed suit 
for separate maintenance today 
against Thomas M. Howell, million- 
aire Chicago grain dealer, alleg- 
ing desertion. 

Mrs. Howell estimated the net 
worth of her husband in “excess 
° of $10,000,000" and asked that 
“proper and suitable provision” for 
herself and the support of Thomas, 
Jr.. be made, She asked for an 
injunction to restrain her husband 
from disposing or encumbering 
any of his property. 

The petition alleged Howell “wil- 
fully deserted her and absented 
himself without cause or reason” 
on Dec. 1, 1934, and had since been 
entertaining guests “lavishly” 
aboard his $500,000 yacht Thalia 
and at a private shooting lodge. 

The Howells, married in 1907, 
have two children, Helen Howell 
Barnes and Thomas, Jr., 18.

“Continuous revelry and wassail 
aboard the yacht costs him in ex- 
cess of $150,000 annually,” she al- 
leged. 

Similar allegations were made in 
connection with his country estate 
at Barrington, Ill, where he raises 
pedigreed dogs and entertains ‘on 
a lavish and opulent scale a large 
number of guests.” ‘rhe bills also 
asserted he spent large amounts 
on deep-sea fishing and mounting 
and caring for specimens, prizes 
and trophies.

FROM LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Its Action in Giving Required Two- 
Year Notice Comes as 
Surprise. 

LIMA, Peru, April 8 (AP).—Peru 
announced its withdrawal tonight 
from the League of Nations. There 
had been no indication the step was 
contemplated and the announce- 
ment came as a surprise. 

A brief communique said Peru 
had given the League its two-year 
notice as required by the League 
covenant. 

It added, however, that the Gov- 
ernment would continue to collab- 
orate with the League’s technical 
bodies as a non-member, especially 
the International Labor Organiza- 
tion and the Permanent Interna- 
tional Justice Tribunal.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 8.— 
The Federa! Government, in reach- 
ing out to unmask the notorious al- 
liance of crime and politics in this 
city, is strengthened by laws giving 
investigators powerful weapons for 
fiank attacks on offenses which are 
not in themselves violations of Fed- 
eral statutes. 

Probably the Government's most 
potent weapon is the law against 
income tax evasion, under which the 
indictments of Boss Thomas J. 
Pendergast and his political pro- 
tege, R. Emmet O’Malley, former 
State Superintendent of Insurance, 
were brought about. After the in- 
dictments in the insurance rate 
compromise scandal, Maurice M. 
Milligan, United States Attorney, 
announced that the mystery of the 
$460,000 slush fund was “completely 
solved.” 

But there are other statutes 
which the grand jurors, who still 
sre concentrating on examination 
of incomes received by Pendergast 
from many sources prior to 1935, 
may invoke as their field of investi- 
gation widens. It is probable, for in- 
stance, as they go into the myriad 
political and commercial ramifica- 
tions of a city long infested with 
rackets, graft,and other crime, that 
the white slave statute may be 
utilized.

EDITORS OF U. S. TO TAKE UP 
PUBLIC CRITICISM OF PRESS 


William Allen White Says Ameri- 
can Society Will Seek Reason 
at Convention. 

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
William Allen White, president, an- 
nounced tonight that the forthcom- 
ing meeting here of the American 
\Society of Newspaper Editors would 
'be devoted “to an honest attempt 
ito make some sense out of the pub- 
‘lic criticism of the press.” 


| In a statement released here, the 
“Sage of Emporia” said, “Most edi- 
‘tors and publishers are honestly 
‘trying to tell the truth accurately 
‘without bias and to print both 
sides of. every controversy, 

“Yet we realize that many read- 
ers feel we are unfair, and we are 
‘honestly asking ourselves at this 
‘meeting, why, with all our honest 
endeavors and with all our genu- 
‘Ine enterprise, the American press 
is under a cloud of criticism.

This is “Unions of Their Own Choosing,” 
by Prof. Robert R. R. Brooks of Williams 
College, published by the Yale University 
Press. Brooks is an economist at one time 
on the Yale faculty. An earlier book of 
his “When Labor Organizes,” was widely 
praised particularly for its impartiality, by 
such widely divergent publications as the 
Wall Street Journal and the New Masses. 

Granted the fundamental purpose of the 
Wagner Act—to foster the growth of inde- 
pendent trade unions—the Board has acted 
as fairly as any human agency could act, 
Brooks finds: and he buttresses his findings 
with a very careful study of the work of 
the embattled Board. 

Many critics fail to recognize, Brooks 
implies, that the fundamental task set out 
by the act is to protect trade unions in 
their growth and in their functioning; And 
he adds that these same critics confuse 
the issue when they insist that the board 
should prevent acts of coercion and vio- 
lence on the part of trade unions. There 
are police statutes to prevent the kind of 
coercion most frequently complained of, he 
points out. He calls attention, too, to the 
fact that those who clamor most loudly 
against Government interference in business 
are most often those who would give the 
Board, or some equivalent Federal agency, 
greatly enlarged powers to police all the 
trade unions in the country. 


Inherent Dangers Admitted, 
But Plea for Patience Is Made 


It is not that Brooks fails to recognize 
the dangers inherent in extending the Fed- 
eral power and enlarging the army of bu- 
reaucracy. It is precisely because he is 
aware of the way in which such powers 
could be abused that he is inclined to look 
favorably on the Board and the work & is 
doing under the act. 

Trade unions, in Brooks’ view, represent 
an extension of the principles of democracy 
looking toward self-government in industry. 
Therefore, in protecting the rights of inde- 
pendent unions, the Board is serving the 
cause of democracy; but if such a board

Each day to his readers in 55 news- 
papers Dr. Crane portions out in 
plain language the proved facts for 
vital and more effective living. In 
addition, he offers personal atten- 
tion to questions on psychological 
problems in return for only a @ 
cent stamped envelope for reply. 

When I found Dr. Crane in his 
office on Michigan boulevard yes- 
terday he was wrestling with the 
day’s batch of letters on problems 
of love, marriage, child behavior, 
personality development, business 
psychology and mental health. He 
had a dictaphone going. He was 
prescribing for a man who was 
given to painful blushing, a sort 
of wallflower in pants. Next came 
the case of a woman who through 
some strange mental quirk had 
been marooned in her home, Rob- 
inson-Crusoe fashion, for’ eight

came a letter to a priest thank- 
ing him for distributing the doc- 
tor’s bulletin on marital adjust- 
ments to the brides of his parish.

“the need for this work. 

Where else could these peo- 
ple get advice? There are no psy- 
chiatrists in small towns. 
psychologists only in the universi- 
ties and colleges. Yet why should 
we allow these people to hamstring 
their existence and be slaves 
to their ignorance, their su- 
perstitions and emotions, when a 
little psychological counsel can turn 
them into happy individuals? They 
have a right to the knowledge of 
how to live happily, earn their liv- 
ing more easily, and get along with 
their husbands, wives, children and 
friends.” 

In the last three months a check 
of the doctor’s mail shows 347 let- 
ters from clergymen and superin- 
tendents of schools and 1127 let- 
ters from the dental profession 
alone. Lawyers, business men and 
even physicians seek his advice on 
psychological problems. It is not 
only the underprivileged who ap- 
peal to him for advice on how to 
win back a lost love, keep a child 
from gnawing it® nails, how to be 
the life of the party, a better sales- 
man or how to whip an aggravat- 
ing worry. " 

“The slowness, the lethargy of 
our educational institutions is re- 
sponsible for all this unhappiness,” 
Dr. Crane says unequivocally and 
in language aimed squarely between 
the eyes. 

“Most young people marry. They 
have children. They buy and sell. 
They go to parties. They have 
medical and psychological ailments.

Some stutter and blusn. Thou- 
sands are victims of waliflowerism. 
Yet the high school curriculum is 
built, not to fit boys and girls for 
life, but for college. If we were 
wide awake, we would include a 
high school course on marriage 
problems, one on child psychology, 
a semester of practical law and 
salesmanship. It would be a tre- 
mendous step forward if every 
high school student took a semes- 
ter of logic, learning therein the 
numerous fallacies and emotional 
appeals of politicians and adver- 
tisers, salesmen and criminal law- 
yers. Then how about a course in 
applied medicine as well as one in 
psychology, to prevent many ail- 
ments and neuroses, unhappiness 
and inferiority complexes? But no, 
to enter college our students are 
forced to take Latin and geometry, 
trigonometry and college algebra 
or other equally impractical sub- 
jects. Because of the foolish re- 
quirement of a high school diplo- 
ma for college entrance, the univer- 
sities crack the whip and compel 
our secondary schools to fill their 
curriculum with relatively worth- 
less courses.” 

Dr. Crane lists as the chief re- 
quirements needed for a college 
entrance only a creditable score on

an intelligence test, the ability to 
read English and possibly a cer- 
tain entrance age limit. He scores 
college professors. He says as a 
class they are second-raters, that it 
is a case of the blind leading the 
blind. 

“Professors as a class are theor- 
ists,’ Dr. Crane maintains. “They 
live in little social eddies far re- 
moved from the main stream of 
real life. Despite their attempts 
to magnify the importance of ‘cul- 
ture’ they are only drawing a sal- 
ary because of. the generosity of 
the taxpayer or the big-heartedness 
of successful business and profes- 
sional men who endow our institu- 
tions. In the game of life most 
of them would soon be on relief. 
Yet these are the men to whom we 
entrust our children to be fitted 


for life.” 
Reno thinks the knowledge of 
how to be the life of the party 
more valuable than knowing all the 
Latin in textbooks, drew flame from 
his colleagues when he outlined the 
typical growth and development of 
a college professor. 

Said Dr. Crane: “In high school 
and college the future professor is 
a shy introvert who cannot sell 
Fuller brushes or be a football 
star.

At college 
graduation he is terrified lest he 
starve, since he cannot make a liv- 
ing in real life. A fellowship of

HERE is one very definite thing 

Ti would like to give you. And 
that is, a clear answer to the 
question, “just what is dancing?” 

Some beginners seem to feel that 
dancing is entirely a series of ex- 
ercises or a footwork routine. Oth- 
ers at first think of dancing as 
either an exhibition or a self-be- 
trayal—that a man and girl step on 
the dance floor, and either win 
giory for themselves as a skilled 
team or reveal themselves as a 
fumbling, unhappy partnership. 

But neither of these conceptions 
gives a really true picture of danc- 
ing. Actually, dancing is “conver- 
sation” to music. 

When you dance, you express 
yourself. You hold your partner’s 
interest through the correct use of 
musical rhythm, just as in good 
conversation you hold another’s in- 
terest through use of the spoken 
word. é 

As you ite. each correctly 
timed step is lfKe a well chosen re- 
mark. It shows your partner that 
you “know what it’s all about.” And 
just as a speaking knowledge of 
many things makes you a more in- 
teresting talker, a dancing knowl- 
edge of a variety of steps makes 
you a more attractive dancer. 

The more skill you acqufre, the 
more “words” you will have with 
which to converse. 

To be a good dancer, you must 
be able to dance without having 
to concentrate on the steps. Your 
feet must have learned to respond 
easily and smoothly to the music. 
You must be able to lead or follow 
without apparent effort. And this 
fina] stage of perfection is reached 
in only one way: Practice—prac- 
tice—and more practice! 

I have arranged the instructions 
in this series so you will have no 
difficulty in progressing from one 
easy step to another to become a 
good dancer in a very short time. 
But you will have to follow every- 
thing that I tell you and not omit 
anything. 

If you have danced before you 
will need only to review the prelim- 
inary steps but don’t try to start 
in in the middle because you will 
need the groundwork ‘in order to 
carry on. 

So here we go to the first and 
easiest of all steps—the walking 
step or one step. 

THE WALKING STEP. 

(Read this whole chapter through 
first, before you try any practicing 
at all. Then go back to the begin- 
ning and practice the step as in- 
structed.) 

HE walking step is the easiest 
T of all steps so we will start with 

it. Known as the one step, it was 
the first of the modern dances to 
become popular. The one step 
came into vogue in this country 
back in 1912 and is still in use. 

It has undergone no change in 
the past 25 years. Here is what 
| Vernon Castle had to say about it: 
| “Bear in mind this one impor- 
i'tant point—when I say walk, that 
‘is all it is. Simply walk as softly 
} and as smoothly as possible, taking 
a step to every count of the music. 

“This is the one step, and this is 
all there is to it. There are many 
different figures after you have 
mastered the step), but they are 
all in the same strict tempo.

Yet of the total only an in- 
finitesimal few have been designed 
in the modern or functional style 
which is the product of the most 
vigorous architectural and engi- 
neering minds of our day. 

The great mass of Americans 
eager for the new materials and 
‘inventions which science has placed 
lat their disposal are still strangely 
leary about erecting the framework 
of a home and arranging the distri- 
bution of space in such a way as 
to make the best use of these ma- 
terials and inventions. They pre- 
‘fer modern plumbing, electrical and 
'ventilating devices behind an exte- 
rior straight out of old England, 
France, or Spain; or, at best, an 
‘eclectic facade, with details bor- 
‘rowed anywhere, generally result- 
‘ing in a characterless building. 

Among the architects in this sec- 
tion of the country who have been 
trying to lead the way to function- 
alism, to the designing of homes 
and buildings suited to our times, 
Harris Armstrong has been the 
most resourceful and the most con- 
sistent in his aims. On view this 
week in Givens Hall at Washington 
University is an exhibit of sketches 
and photographs of his work show- 
ing how he progressed from the 
copying of old and outworn forms 
to a conception of buildings based 
‘on clean and simple lines and thor- 
oughly contemporary in construc- 
tion and arrangement. 

The exhibit covers 15 years. It 
begins with a meticulously drawn 
and meaningless design for an “en-

when Armstrong was taking night 


classes at Washington. It ends with 
a plan for a compact yet roomy 
small house (two bedrooms) now 
under construction in the county, 
which Armstrong thinks is his best 
house to date.

broke: the Reginald Jackson house 
on Litzsinger road, which, Arm- 
strong admits, has “more than a 
dash of Frank Lloyd Wright”; and 
the office for Dr. Samuel Grant on 
Taylor avenue. 

Born 40 years ago in Edwards- 
ville, the son of a tobacco salesman, 
Armstrong got away with as little 
formal schooling as possible. He 
didn’t even graduate from high 
school.

This week I am going to do my 
best to give as much aid as pos- 
sible to those hardy souls who 
have decided to make their own 
slipcovers this year. And to start 


with, here is the list of items need-| 


ed for the work: tape measure, 
pins, good shears, pencil and paper 
to write down measurements, the 
material, trimmings, welting tapes 
or bindings, zippers or snap fast- 
eners, tapes for tying, thread, ned- 
dies, thimble and sewing machine. 
Sounds like a long list but it is 
wise to have everything at hand for 
the slip covers will take enough 
time without the maker wasting 
any searching for things. Many 
women also find it helpful to buy 
a pattern, for with a little study 


the pattern can be made to fit any | 


average upholstered piece. 
—-0-0--—- 

The first thing to do, after the 
selection of your material, is to 
find out how much you need for 
each piece. It usually takes about 
five yards for the average over- 
stuffed chair and 10 yards for a 
sofa without flounces or too many 
cushions. However, it is much 
wiser and more accurate to meas- 
ure the individual piece. To do 
this, start at back, close to floor 
with tape measure, then bring it 
up over top and down inside the 
back of the seat, tucking it in 
about two inches. Then bring 
tape forward over seat of chair 
and down to floor in front, allow- 
ing two inches each for front 
and back hem and another two 
inches each for top of back and 
front edge of seat. 

—-~ ()-O--—- 
@ FOR ARMS, start at inside of 
chair, tucking measure down into 
-gide, then bring it up over arm 
and down to floor. Add two inches 
for hem, two more for seam allow- 
ance and two for seams on top of 
arm. Multiply by two (for other 
arm), add to other measurement 
and reduce to yards. Then measure 
any cushions, allowing two inches 
for seams in each direction. If 
there is to be a skirt, measure from 
place where it is to be attached, 
to floor, and add four inches for 
seaming and hem. Then measure 
around bottom of piece added suf- 
ficient amount for fullness. Shir- 
ring requires 50 per cent fullness, 
box pleating 100 per cent, and knife 
pleating requires three times the 
amount. To measure for welting or 
trimming, measure all seams and 
add about a yard for waste. Re- 
duce all measurements to yards. 
—0-0-— 

And now, to the real work. The 
novice would do well to try first 
cutting into muslin to be sure 
of what she is doing before ruin- 
ing her good material. Start with 
outside back of chair, and pin 
material wrong side out to the 
chair. If there is a pattern to 
the material, be sure that you 
center it, if not place material so 
that all extra may be trimmed 
from one edge and, when cut- 
ting, leave the two-inch seam al- 
lowance on all sides. Next cut 
outside arms of chair in same 
manner. 

—-0-0--— 

@ THEN, take one continuous 
piece for front, starting where it 
is joined at top to back panel, and 
covering top, front, seat and apron, 
being sure to allow four inches fer 
tuck-in at back of seat and a one- 
inch tuck across front edge of top 
of chair and another across front 
edge of seat. These tucks are later 
slit and welted. Inside of arms is 
then fitted, again allowing for tuck 
in at sides of seats. Finally, the 
two small pieces which cover front 
the front of the arms are cut. All 
seams are then pinned together and 
then all edges neatly trimmed so 
that they match. Then the slip 
cover is removed from chair. 


~ -0-0--- 

ALL THE SEAMS that are not 
to be welted are sewn first. These 
are the seams at back and sides 
of the seat which are to be tucked 
down in and concealed by the 
cushion and, if there are wings, 
these pieces where they are at- 
tached to the arm pieces. All oth- 
er seams are welted, French seamed, 
or bound. The procedure is the 


same in all cases. Back seams are) 


first welted to front of slipcover, 
leaving one side for insertion of 
zipper to provide smooth fit.

TWO NEW FAST TRAINS 


Orders for two additional 14-car 
streamline trains for the San Fran- 
cisco-Los Angeles run, have been 
placed by the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, according to an an- 
nouncement made recently by A. D. 


McDonald, president of the com- 
pany. The new trains will be 
placed in service late this year. 

The new trains, while following 
the basic design of the present 
“Daylight” trains, will embody a 
number of improvements. There is 
to be a three-car articulated dining 
unit made up of a full length kitch- 
en car inthe center serving a diner 
and a coffee shop car. A new type 
of luggage compartment operating 
electrically will be installed in 
chair and parlor cars. This will en- 
able baggage to be loaded and un- 
loaded at terminals without con- 
gesting train vestibules. Seats are 
to be of sponge rubber and the 
length of the cars is being in- 
creased to 81 feet. The trains will 
be powered by 5000-horsepower lo- 
comotives, said to be among the 
largest and most powerful steam 
power units in the world.

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The Dardanelles Back in 
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Here are the Dardanelles, the Sea of Marmora and the Bosphorus, gate- 
way from Europe to Asia, military key to Asia Minor and the Black Sea, 
for 25 centuries famed in mythology, poetry and history, fought over by 
armies and navies of Greeks, Persians, Gauls, Thracians, Romans, Cata- 
lans, Turks, Crusaders, Venetians, British and French. These waters once 
more are of vital importance as England and France seek to encircle 
expanding Germany with military alliances. For if the Paris-London axis 
can have free use of these straits, it.can send armaments and troops 
to Rumania through the Black Sea to help her resist any German attack. 
And if Rumania knows she can get help, she may be swung away from 
German domination into the Paris-London fold. In the World War, the 
British and French failed to take this waterway from Turkey in a series of 
appalling blunders and humiliating defeats. Russia was cut off from 
Western aid, and when Rumania entered the war on the side of the Allies 
in 1916, she was quickly defeated and overrun. But this time, if England 
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British . 
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and France fight Germany again, they want to make sure Turkey will 
be on their side and they'll have full use of the straits. Since the Turks 
reoccupied the Dardanelles in 1936 under a 10-Power agreement, they 
have made them virtually impregnable with 16-inch guns, torpedo tubes 
and mine fields. (In 1915, only three of the 56 Turk guns were as big as 
14 inches). And Turkey means to exact as its price the district of 
Alexandretta with its rich port, in French-mandated Syria. Apparently, 
the French will let them have it. The map above was made by a German 
artist and a photographer for the Turkish army in the World War. On it 
are shown the highlights of the disastrous Allied attempts to force the 
straits, and the Gallipoli campaign, all in 1915. A British-French fleet 
headed by two modern battle cruisers and 16 old battleships reduced the 
four outer forts, then engaged and virtually silenced the inner forts. 
While Allied mine sweepers began to clear away the known mine fields, 
a Turkish ship sneaked out at night and laid a mine field at Erenkoi Bay.
